Bethel Speaks: 

“BLUE AND GOLD” 
INTERVIEWS MISS BEAN 

To conclude our final issue 
of the “Blue and Gold” for 1956- 
1957, we have chosen one of | 
Gould’s alumnae, Miss Eva Bean. 
Miss Eva Bean, born in East 
Bethel, came in 1909 to live in 
the Gould Academy dormitory, 
a large white wooden building. 

Usually clad in an attractive 
dress and long black stockings, 
Miss Bean was often seen scur- 
rying from the Gould dormitory 
to the Academy, her 4 long red 
hair pinned back with a huge 
bow ribbon. 

The Academy Itself was one 
white wooden building with 
classrooms on the first floor and 
a gymnasium on the top floor 
where dancing was carried on 
during recess. 

Every Friday supervised soc- 
ials were held for the students 
where they participated In “The 
Virginia Reel’’ and ”On the Road 
to Boston." 

In gym class Miss Bean, dress- 
ed in very full bloomers, long 
'black stockings, sneakers- and 
white middy blouses, exercised 
physical gymnastics. 

Maybaskets and flinch were 
the chief merrymaking in the 
jolly 1910's. 

Mr. Hanscom, the headmas- 
ter, had a curfew over the 
town. Every town student as 
well as dormitory student had 
to be home studying at nine 
o’clock. Miss Bean personally 
feels this was a much better sys- 
tem than the present study pro- 
gram. 

Since Miss Bean has experi- 
enced two wars, she has seen a 
great change in the physical ap- 
pearance of Gould. She feels 
that the teenagers of today have 
better manners than of her day. 
She also feels that the war had 
broken down the barriers of 
manners. 

Mr. Hanscom made it compul- 
sory for every student' to speak 
publicly before the student body 
once every year. Miss Bean re- 
calls her most embarassing mom- 
ent when it came her time to 
ipeak. It happened one morning 
when Gould had a visitor. As his 
custom, Mr. Hanscom nodded 
his head which was intended 
for the piano player to come 
forward and play because Mr. 
Hanscom was planning some en- 
tertainment for the visitor, but 
Miss Bean, misinterpreting the 
nod, got up and started deliver- 
ing her recitation. 

In 1910 when Halley’s comet 
was visible, the dormitory girls, 
all but Miss Bean, decided to 
pack a lunch and spend the day 
in the dormitory attic. For 
sometime all went well; then a 
gentle knock came on the door. 
Why, Mr. Hanscom, an unex- 
pected guest, had arrived. The 
Darty immediately broke up and 
the following morning in assem- 
bly, Mr. Hanscom cited, “I will 
always lift my hat a little high- 
er to Miss Bean.” 

The dormitory boys for ex- 
citement at night lowered a bas- 
ket on a rope to the kitchen 
window. The cook, liking the 
boys, always filled the basket 
with food. Don’t we all wish we 
lived in “The Olden Days!” 

Another incident well remem- 
bered is the way co-edding was 
carried on. Since the boys and 
girls both lived in the same 
building, they were able to very 
easily extend a string from one 
window to another, making it 
very convenient to converse 
with notes which were “mailed 
by string.” Results? Fine con- 
nections and no stamps needed!

Extrava- 
ganzas such as “The Rainmak- 
er, ** “War and Peace” and 
"Around the Yorld in 80 Days” 
have been out for several months 
and they are doing quite 
well. Gradually, however. "Fear 
!fitrikes Out” is moving into the 
limelight. Tony Perkins’ acting 
Is superb and critics promise 
he’ll be a nominee for next 
year’s Academy Awards. Jim- 
Imy Stewart portrays Charles 
[Lindbergh in ‘The Spirit of 
Saint Louis,” and does a fine 
job, bringing back the “Roar- 
ing Twenties” atmosphere of 
jdaring adventure. “Men In War,” 
with an all male cast headed by 
(Aldo Ray, shows the Korean 
fighting as a gruesome tale hut 
iin a way that sets it far above 
most war pictures. 

! This year the Academy 
Awards were entirely unpredic- 
table due to the fine acting tal- 
ents which each nominee dis- 
played; however, Yul Brynneris 
King of Slam role, the critics 
thought, was really outstanding. 
It was an excellent portrayal 
which everyone who saw “The 
King and I” enjoyed. Ingrid 
Bergman, in an exciting come- 
back, captured the best actress 
award for her role as Anastasia 
in the film of the same name. 
Mike Todd’s "Around the World 
In 80 Days” wltoh David Niven 
and a galaxy of other movie 
greats was voted the best film 
of the year.

"BLUE CAMELLIA? 

Out of the store of- treasures 
j in books that have been filed 
in the library in the past few 
weeks “Blue Camellia” by Fran- 
ces Parkinson Keyes is one of 
the most enjoyable and worth 
vour while. It Is among the very 
best that Mrs*. Keyes has ever 
written. 

The main characters of the 
plot are Mary and Brent Win- 
slow and their daughter, Lavin- 
fa. An unseasonable blizzard was 
raging through northern Illin- 
ois when Brent, convalescing 
from a nearly fatal attack of 
pneumonia, found an advertise- 
ment in the local paper which 
told of a balmy and fertile 
part of Louisiana where huge 
house lots could be bought for a 
proverbial song. The climate was 
said to be very healthful; so as 
soon as things could be settled 
on their own farm, Brent de- 
cided to move to this practical- 
ly uninhabited prairie land. A 
few “Cajun” settlers had already 
homesteaded there and among 
them were the Vlllacs who, des- 
pite the differences of back- 
ground and religion, became the 
Winslows’ nearest and dearest 
friends. 

Brent became a well-to-do 
rice farmer and was not content 
to use only the original rice 
plants, but he soon was con- 
ducting several experiments with 
these wonder plants. 

Lavlnia soon grew to woman- 
hood, and she was thrown into 
many terrible experiences. 
Claude Vlllac and his cousin 
Felix Primeaux were rivals for 
Lavlnla’s heart and hand. 

This book is very acceptable 
for a fictional book report and 
will also give you much plea- 
sure as you read It The excellent 
plot and life-like characters 
make for exciting reading.

A strong Cony High track 
team met Gould Academy in a 
very good dual meet on Gould’s 
athletic field, May 11. The score 
alternated back and forth all 
afternoon, finally ending up 64- 
53 with Cony on top. This was 
the Rams’ first victory over 
Gould in three years. 

For the Huskies, Guy Whit- 
ten won the high hurdles and 
tied for first in both the high 
jump and broad jump. Another 
junior, Pete Nichols, copped two 
firsts: one in the shot put and 
one in the javelin. Other Gould 
men who captured top honors In 
an event were— Jim Murphy, 440 
yard run; Paul Stevens, pole 
vault; and Dick Grover, mile. 


With a creditable 5 wins and 
2 loss record in the Western 
Maine Conference, Gould went 
into second place behind Mex- 
ico with a 6 to 5 win over Dix- 
field at Bethel.
